This committee will have under consid- 
eration the automobile audience of Mayor 
Pro Tem. Harwell and the discusston 
of that measure will arouse lively inter- 
est among the autoists of the city. By 
its terms the only change made in the 
speed limits is to cut that permitted »ut- 
side the fire limits from fifteen to twelve 
miles an hour, but other features of 
automobiling are subjected to rather 
strict regulation. 

The ordinance provides for a board 
of examiners who shail pass upon the 
fitness of all candidates for licenses. to 
operate autos, both as to their knowl- 
edge of the machines and their character 
for sobriety and discretion. It also pro- 
vides that no license shall be {issued to 
persons under eighteen years of age end 
that each person holding a license shall 
make bo in the sum of $500, condi- 
tioned on his legal and proper operation 
of his auto. 

One important feature of the ordinance 
is the provision that tae first conviction 
in the recorder’s court under the new 
law shall render the autoist liable, in 
the discretion of the recorder, to a thirty 
day suspension of his fine and on the 
second conviction the recorder may, in 
his discretion, revoke the license en- 
tirely. 

Another imegortant committee meeting

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT

OMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS 
JOHN W. LINDSEY will be here 


e today for the .purpose of taking 


hold of the pension rolls for 1906 and 
getting them in shape for beginning pay- 
ments by the first of the year. 

The pension commissioner has an un- 
usually heavy task before him this year, 
and it will take some six weeks or two 
months perhaps to get the pension rolls 
in shape. 

As is usual, the number of applications 
for pensions has been on the increase, 
and this year he will have several hun- 
dred more to handle than last. Last 
year some 1!,500 names were added to 
the pension rolls, whiie only about 1,000 
deaths were reportea. Thus there was 
a net increase of about 500. The indi- 
cations are there will be a similar in- 
crease this year, which will probably 
make necessary another appropriation 
next summer to meet a deficit. 

The legislature at its recent session 
made an appropriation of something 
more than $27,000 to meet the deficit 
in the pension fund for 1905. It appro- 
priated $890,000 for pensions in 1906, 
an increase of nearly $30,000 over the 
appropriation for the year before, 
the abundance of applications which now 
confront the commission indicate that 
even this sum will not be enough next 
year, and the total pension payments 
will probably go considerably over the 
$900,000 mark. 

At the recent session of the legislature 
the pension bars were let down still 
further, and this will have a. tendency 
to increase the number of pensioners. 
One of the bills passed provided that all 
confederate soldiers and widows of con- 
federate soldiers who served in Georgia 
commands should be entitled to receive 
pensions regardless of the time they 
have lived in the state, whereas the 
former law required that they should 
have been citizens of the state prior to 
1897. This change in the law will re- 
sult in putting quite a number of names 
on the pension rolls which have not 
been there heretofore, 

Although due notice was given by 
the pension commissibner all over the 
state that Saturday, September 30, was 
the last day on which applications for 
pensions for 1906 could be filed, many 
seemed to disregard that notice and their 
applications were not received until after 
October i. During last week some 200 
to 300 applications reacned the pension 
commissioner's office, but none of these 
will be considered for 1906. They will 
go over to next year, and if favorably 
considered, these applicants may receive 
pensions not earlier than 1907,
